Om-nr Raymond Knight was born 
April 8th, 1872 at PnyHon, Utah. Hi?* 
early life was spepl on the ranch 
home some two miles from Payaon. 

He acquired h skill for ranching 
farming and the handling of livestock 
In his youth and those Hplendld 
achievements still loinnln with him. 

Ray attended school at Pnyson. 

Later when the family moved to Pro¬ 
vo be enrolled ut tile Hrlgham Young 
Academy but bin longing for the old 
homestead drew hipi back whore he 
again gave his attention to ranching. 

He was fond of fine horses and 
good entile owning some of the best 
horses in the country. Racing and 
good sports always attracted him 
very much . 

llo was married to Isabelle Smith 
al Salt Lake Temple, .Tune 21th. 1891 
They lived a short time on the Pay- 
son ranch. Later he bought a fine 
home in Pnyson from Thomas (1. 

Wlnuner. 

He filled a mission to Kngland and 
upop his return took an active part 
with his* fat her in his varied under¬ 
takings. 

Ray was strong and ambitious to 
accomplish the thipgs undertaken. 

He was full of venture and liked 
speculation generally acheving his 
aims. 

Ray moved to Alberta. Canada in 
19fH) wheie he built a fine home for 
Ids family, lie purchased a good 
ranch near Raymond and erected a 
most elaborate and commodious 
barn which attracted great Interest. 

This splendid ranch property was 
sold by him to a colony of Mennon- 
Hes who still own and operate the 
same. 

Ray Knight tookiun active interest 
In the early settlement of Raymond 
a town named in his honor by his 
father. He had to meet many diffi¬ 
cult problems in a country like Al¬ 
berta, Canada, where winter blizz- 
ardH often came suddenly requiring 
personal attention to be given the 
large interests of the Knight Sugar 
Company. 

This company bad vast holdings 
of land, sheep and cattle. Rey never 
asked anyone to do a difficult Job 
without being willing to lead the 
way himself. He bought and sold 
cattle for the Sugar Company for 
many years. Most ^f beef cattle were 
sold In England. Ray made se^Frfil 
trips across the Atlantic with chart-

ored ship loads of cattle. He was re¬

Ray Knight holds many medals 
for Ids skill as a rodeo expert In 
calf and steer roping. When Edward, 
the Prince of Wales, visited Alberta. 
Canada, Kay put on a special rodeo 
for him. Ray Is an excellent Judge of 
all rodeo events. One year he was 
chosen as one of the judges of events 
at Madison Square Garden in New 
York. If Kay shotiM be asked what 
do you do for recreation? 1 think 
his answer would he another good 
rodeo show. 

When Jesse Knight's mining and 
other inlet ests became so extensive 
and required so much attention In* 
wrote Ray on August 21, 1917 request¬ 
ing him to dispose of his personal in¬ 
terests in Canada and come to l’tub 
to join in his responsibilities there. 
With/souie misgivings Kay respond¬ 
ed to the call. 

When it became known in Raymond 
that Ray was going to leave, the 
people arranged a farewell banquet 
in his honor at which the following 
lesolutious were adopted. 

TO RAYMOND KNIGHT 
At Farewell Banquet Tendered by the 
people of •Southern Alberta. Ray¬ 
mond. Alberta, Wednesday, Decem¬ 
ber 12, 1917. 

It is with profound regret that we 
the people of Southern Alberta meet 
tonight to bid farewell. No better 
evidence of sincere appreciation and 
esteem could be had than the pres¬ 
ence of so many friends. You have 
been with us so many years that 
w■«» nra Indeed reluctant to sny “pmul 
bye.”

horses and 140.000 acres of land in¬ 
volving a total value of more than 
f3.6AA.000, The agreement was made

on May 16. 1918 between the Knight 
Sugar Company and Ray, and his 
associate .11). Watson. In addition 
to this he had leased 110,000 acres 
at Brooks, 366.00 acres in the Blood 
Indian reserve and owned the large 
Klrkaldy Ranch. 

From the side of livestock there 
was made a payment of over $850,000 
and it appeared that the deal might 
be successfully completed; but at the 
dose of the world war prices for 
land, livestock and commodities broke 
Sharply and continued to such low 
levels that Ray and his partner were 
oblidged to forfeit the contract and 
the unsold property reverted to the 
Sugar Company. 

This was a great disappointment 
to Ray, because he had an Ambition 
to accomplish great things even as 
his father had done. 

Ray’s wile, Isabelle Smith, was a 
school teacher before she married. 
They bad born to them five children 
while living In Payson. 8b« nccomp- 
anied her husband to Canada where 
she resided for a number ofyenrs. 
but her health was impaired and she 
came to Provo where she passed 
away. Two of her children proceeded 
her in death. Her eldest daughter 
Varda, was born at Payson, Utah. 
November 19. 1895. She wag a stud¬ 
ent at the University of Utah and a 
graduate nurse. She is at present one 
of Utah’s State Nurses and is living 
\w Hurricane Utah. 

Raymond, her eldest son was born 
March 15th. 1897 at Payson Utah. 

Be is interested in mining and is a 
good mec hanic. Ho spent his younger 
clays in Raymond and is now interest 
ed in engineering and is foreman of 
the* mines at Pinch, Nevada. 
Kenneth worked with his father for 
a number of years and was always 
interested in tilling the soil. He att¬ 
ended the Biigham Young University 
and tho Utah State* Agricultural Coll¬ 
ege at Logan. He filled two miss¬ 
ions for his church in Eastern and 
Western Canada. He is at present 
working for the Knight Sugar Co.

What happened? The production 
of civilian goods has been higher 
than anybody thought possible. Pri¬ 
vate savings have grown at the high 
est rate in history, the effects of the 
Increase of savings is practically the 
same as the payment of taxes and 
the purchase of bonds. 

The inllation did not become* ser¬ 
ious until alter the war. At least it 
was not great during war-time as 
might have been expected. 

This increase in savings reflected, 
in the United States and Canada, a 
vigorous determination to win the 
war plua a desire to have a neHtegg 
left o'er in case of post-war inflat¬ 
ion ended in post-war depression. 

Alter tile war there was a heavy 
demand for goods, the savings pro¬ 
vided purchasing power and there¬ 
for a heavy volume of production 
and employment right up to the pres¬ 
ent.

WEEKLY LETTER 

WINTER FARMING FOR 
SOIL DRIFTING CONTROL 

This lins been an open winter and 
the usual January soil drifting is 
developing in the ciiinook belt. Some 
fields have started to move which 
means that from now until spring, 
drifting will become increasingly sev¬ 
ere every time tin* ground becomes 
bare and the wind blows. 

A few farmers have been out on 
their land doing tin* necessaiy win¬ 
ter farming of discing or listing with 
a one way disc- and have stopped the 
movement ol soils. Everyone can 
haie the same results. At the Exper¬ 
imental Station at Lethbridge, some 
movement started on one field so it 
was listed with a lister made by re¬ 
moving ail but every fifth disk on 
a one way. An excellent Job of list¬ 
ing was accomplished end no more 
drifting should occur this winter on 
tills field. This method of control has 
been desc ribed many times in these 
letters, but unfortunately only a few 
farmers have adopted the practise of 
winter listing to stop winter drifting. 
Those who have Died the method 
almost invariably have found it mice 
essful. 

In setting up a one way disk for 
winter listing it is necessary not 
only to remove all but every fourth 
or fifth disc but also to use washers 
to take up the slack in the gangbolt 
so that the spools will fit tightly

Inn is may be necess¬ 
ary to disc again after one or two 
wind storms. Sometimes however, 
one single discing will hold the* fields 
for the* balance of the winter. Single 
discing is more* effective than double 
discing.

Concerning Soil Conservation 

In tin* last fifty years the loss 
of our prairie soils through Foil 
erosion and mismanagement, has 
been enormous, and it is still going 
on. The conservation of our prairie 
soils, therefore, is not a matter to 
he delayed It is one of absolute 
necessity—today. This lends us to 
the subject of soil conservation and 
land use that everyone is talking 
(and writing) about these days. 

Soil Conservation. In simplest 
t this, soil conservation is proper 
use and rare of the land. More 
specifically, it means using land 
eminently under a fanning system 
that safeguards it, from wind and 
water erosion 

Soil conservation includes any 
and all measures which will make 
the land produce more without 
damaging it. There are many things 
the average fanner can do to con¬ 
serve the soil. Some of these are: 
(1) Use improved tillage, mulching, 
and cropping practices to conserve 
moisture. (2) Employ recom¬ 
mended soil Erosion practices to 
prevent soil drifting and washing. 
(3) Grow more grass and legume 
crops. (4) Intensify your mixed 
farming operations. (5) Use green 
and farmyard manures. (0) Use 
commercial fertilizers, where 
needed. (7) Plant trees and shrubs 
on land unsuitable for cultivation. 
(8) Drain land that is too wet; and, 
where possible, irrigate land that is 
too dry. Those and other sound 
farming practices that will protect 
the land and increase crop pro¬ 
duction are the real tools of soil 
conservation. 

Land Use. A word about land 
use. Proper land use on the indivi¬ 
dual farm is simply a matter of 
fitting the cropping system to the 
natural capabilities of the soil. It 
means planting crops best suited to 
the land, and then working out an 
efficient erosion-control and soil¬ 
building program. 

■The prairie farmer has an enor¬ 
mous responsibility in respect to the 
preservation and use of the soil. It 
lias been said, “The only way to 
have a friend is to be a friend.” 
Treat the soil wisely and well and 
it will bo your best friend and 
greatest benefactor. During the 
coming year, every prairie farmer 
should plan for the consistent an-J 
constant care of lus soil. •

In 
1946, she was assigned to report the 
story of the atomic bomb tests at 
Bikini, uud was the only civilian wo¬ 
man present at tills historc event. 
From Bikini she continued on to the 
Far Hast, remaining there for one 
year as foreign correspondent. She 
covered the Marshall Mission to 
Chiua and was “behiud the lines'' of 
the Communist army in Manchuria 
She met the Chinese Communist 
general at their headquarters. Many 
of them were trained in Rusia but 
she observed very little war equip¬ 
ment from Russia. Hlifc did however 
see much Japanese mgde equipment 
In use by the Communists. Miss 
Knight found the MaiiHiuriaii people 
generally afraid of tint Russians be¬ 
cause of the terrible treatment of 
them by the Russian armies during 
the war. Of China she declared: "It 
is still a great question mark." One 
unfortunate phase of me situation in 
Chinn is the marked loss of prestige 
by the Americans. She declared one 
meets this everywhere despite all 
that the United States*lias done for 
China's recovery.

SPARKS DESTROY 
600 FARM BUILDINGS 

Of the 8,000 farm fires estimated 

by the Dominion Bureau of Statistics 
to have occurred in the 12 months 
ended June, 1917, defective chimneys 
and flues were the principal cause 
of house fires, and sparks on com¬ 
bustible roofs caused ton fires to 
farm homes and 2 un to barns and 
outbuildings. 

It is further estimated that the 
use of coal oil and gasoline caused 
900 fires, 200 more than those start¬ 
ed by Hghting. 

Fire authorities at Ottawa agree 
that the terrific loss of property 
through fire could l»e cut in half if 
farmers would give the ehinmeys and 
flues on their farms a yearly cheek 
up and be sure that all roofs we e 
protected from flying sparks by as¬ 
phalt roofing or shingles, or some 
other form of fire resistive surfacing. 
If coal oil or gHHoline must be used 
extreme caution should be displayed 
Never, they say. should gasoline be 
brought Into the house, or in barns 
where highly combustible material 
like hay ami straw is littered about.
